WasuHincton, November 22.—A question 


soon to be decided is as to the place where the 
next national republican convention will 
hold its sessions. There is astrong teeling 


among prominent republicans that it will be 


best for various. reasons to hold the conven- 
tion in some eastern city. If this should be 
determined by the national committee,which 
meets here on 12th of next month, 
impression is that Philadelphia will be selec- 
ted as the place, although it is said that! hila- 
delphia has no hall large enough for the fur- 
pose. No other eastern city appears to,ve 
making any bid for the convention, and so 
far as the matter of size is concerned it would 
be a biessed good thing not to havea hall 
large enough to admit such a mol as shouted 
and howled and hissed at the Chicago 
convention in 1880,‘and at times took abso 
lute possession. A wealthy and influential 
Pennsylvania republican, a devoted friend of 
Biaine, and who spent thousands of dollars 
out of his own pocket to help Blaine at Chi- 
cago, is now here looking over the political 
field. He says that Pennsylvania will be 
again for Blaine, as it was in 1574 and 1830, 
and with Don Cameron and his plotting out 
of the way, a solid delegation for Blaine may 
be expected in the convention. This gentle- 
man says that Senators Frye and Hale were 
really the cause of Blaine’s losing the nemz- 
nation at Chicago, as they surrendered and 
went over to Garfield against the protest of 
some of the best friends of Mr. Blaine. No 
doubt is entertained in well-informed politi- 
cal circles here that it is the purpose of 
Mr, Biaine, with the cordial sanction of 
his intimate friends, to take the nomination 
for president if he can get jt. Admonished 
by the result of 1876, ana again in 1550, he has 
conciuded to inaugurate no more campaigns 
with flaunting of banners and beating of 
drums, but, as has been noticed, he has appa- 
rently withdrawn entirely from politics, and 
is devoting himself altogether to the comple- 
tion of his forthcoming bistory of events in 
the United States from 1860 to 1880. It is un- 
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‘work from the press prior to the meeting of 


the national! convention; and the friends of 
Blaine think it will do much to help him be- 
fore the convention, especially il by keeping 
himself in comparative retirewent he avoids 
stirring up old feuds between other republi- 
can leaders and himself. Heis to receive a

AN APPEAL TO KEIFFR. 

The Hackensack, (N.J.) Republican will 
contain to-merrow an interview with Wil- 
liam Walter Phelps; member-elect to the 
next congress, in which he gives expression 
to the general wish among republican mem- 
bers of the next house that ex-Speaker Keifer 
should refuse to be a candidate for the empty 
honor of renomination. It seems that Mr. 
Phelps has written to Mr. Keifer at 
the suggestion of members of different parts 
of the country, some of whom hare 
served before and others who enter congress 
for thefirst time. Tnéy believe their party 
will be strengthened by taking a new depart- 
ure, and that the house of representatives is 
the best place to begin the new movement 
in the selection of the names for all! positions, 
It is said the reason Mr. Phelps was selected 
to carry On this correspondence, was because he 
is not persenally acquainted with the ex- 
speaker, and being a New Jersey republican, 
he has not been involved.in any of the faction 
al quarrels of the party. He is, therefore, 
acceptable both stalwarts and 
halforeeds. In this interview 
Mr. Phelps expressed the opinion that the 
ex-speaker, having the welfare of the repub- 
lican party at heart, will not fall to recognize 
its future success depends on united action, 
which can only be obtained by mutual, full 
and friendly concessions, and the avoidance 
of any action that will tend to keep up the 
disagreements of the past two or three years. 
Mr. Phelps, inthe name of the party and 
country, appeaied to Mr. Keifer to announce 
to his friends that he would not accept a re- 
nomination.

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THE PRO'EUS INVESTIGATION. 


Genera! Hazen Makes a Demand for a Complete Lu- 
quliry. 

W ASHINGTON, November 22.--Secretary Chan- 
dier appeared before the Proteus court of in- 
quiry to-day. His testimony tended to show 
tnat the Yantic had taken‘a large . supply of 
provisions to Littleton’s island, and returned 
with nearly the entire store. With respect to 
the orders to Commander Wildes, Secretary 
Chandler said that it was customary in the 
department to withhold sailing orders until 
near the time of departure. The Yantic went 
alongside the dock on the 2d of June and 
into the dock on the 7th of June, and that 
Commander Wildes knew where the ship was 
going about as well as anybody connected 
with the naval establishment. 

GENERAL HAZEN’S EVIDENCE. 

After the conciusion of Secretary Chandler's 
testimony, General Hazen read a reply to the 
letter of the board, inquiring what he expect- 
ed to prove by the witnesses he has asked to 
have summoned. He proposed, he said, to 
prove that the Proteus was an excellent ves- 
sel for the purpose of the expedition, well 
equipped, ofticered and provisioned with 
au abundance of the best stores that could be 
secured; that thé navigators were competent 
and experienced, and that all the testimony 
to the contrary was ill-advised. In relation 
to this, he said the bearing of all thisupon the 
subject, before the court of inquiry, is the 
failure todo those duties properly would 
subject me by the terms of 
the order convening this court 
and my good administration, to trial by 
general court matial, which I would amply 
deserve. 1 neglected none of those duties and 
wher that fact is questioned, the right to 
prove in the most unequivocal manner that I 
did not neglect them, I claim as my 
right. It is stated in substance in your 
letter that so long as it is shown 
ip court that proper efforts were made by the 
chief signal officer to do all these things, he 
would not be held accountable for what 
might happenafterwards. The world, as well 
as this court, places avery different estimate 
upon the man who tries todo his work well 
and does it, from one who does not doit well, 
no matter how ard he tries. I can prove to 
this court beyo,’ all reasonable doubi tat 
my duties were performed faithfully. 

THE DOCTOR'S TESTIMONY. 

Dr. Harrison, surgeon of the Proteus, was 
next placed upon the stand. His testimony 
was to the effect that the crew of the Proteus 
was very poor, and behaved villianously. 
Atthe conclusion of Dr. Harrison’s testi- 
mony the court went into executive session 
to consider General Haze’s letter, and to 
prepare the questions to be sent to Commo- 
dore Walker to be answered to-morrow.

CHEATING 


The Game the Swiaed iag Vension Agents Played on 
ExsUVUontederate Soldiers. 

WASHINGTON, November 22.—The commit- 
tee on pensions has sent the names of nine 
pension agents to District Attorney Corkhill 
for presentation to the grand jury for induc- 
ing ex-confederate soldiers to file claims for 
pensions and taking fees from them. The 
papers in these cases make it evident that cir- 
culars have been sent through the south 
designed to create the belief that 
ex-confederates can obtain pensions. In 
some cases it is believed that the agents of 
some of the firms have visited some sections 
of the south to procure such applications. 
The whole affair is a fraud, as no such appli- 
ca‘ions can be entertained, and the sole 
purpose of agents is to prevail upon 
those they dupe to pay fees. 
W itnesses have been summuned 
in these cases. If the ex-confederate soldiers 
or their friends at the south will send any 
circulars they may have received, or any 
facts within their knowledge, showing the 
payment of fees in such cases, to District- 
Attorney Corkhill here, .teps will be taken 
at once to punish those agents who have de- 
frauded them.

HOW) GIRLS ARE MISLED BY FALSE 
PROMISES. 


The Story ct a Stage-Struck Girl and How She 
Was Taken in by a Low Dance House 
Sherp—Her Determined Break for L bere 
ty, and R fuge in the Priest. 


Cuicaco, November 22.—A decently at- 
tired girl of 19, with an intelligent face and 
modest manner, entered the sacristy of St. 
Mary’s church, on Wabash avenue, shortly 
before the morning services of Sunday before 
last.

Mary Higgins, of New York city. 
was a machinist working in 
Sne had lived with parents, 
she aided by sewing, until a 
few days before. For-a long’ time 
sne had had a desire to become an actress, 
Ste had attended but two theatrical perfurm- 
ances in her life, both her parents being de- 
vout Catholics. Secretly she cherished the 
idea of going on the stage. Two weeks ago 
she saw an advertisement in the New York 
Herald, from Fitzgerald’s agency in Union 
square, for girls to come to Chicago and goon 
the stage. Thinking she saw a chance at last 
of entering on a delightful career, the stage- 
struck young woman answered the advertise- 
mentin person. Her appearance was satis- 
factory, and a contract was given her, which 
she signed as Maud Tienan, the stage name 
she had chosen. The signing of this con- 
tract caused her to certify that she was of 
good moral character, that she did not use 
bad language, or drink to excess. She also 
agreed throughit to entertain gentlemen who 
were moved to form her acquaintance 
through her stage performances. For sing- 
ing and acting she was to receive fifteen 
dollars a week. The girl said that the word- 
ing ol the contract led her to 
suppose that she was to appear in opera 
performances at a first class theater. 
BROUGHT INTO A LOW DANCE HOUSE 

After she had signed the agreement, Wil- 
ham H. Howard, manager of the bBucking- 
ham, a low dance-house on Third avenue in 
this city, was introduced to her as the agent 
of Fitzgerald, who would bring her to Chicago. 
Within a day or two she and six other girls 
stagted for Chicago in company with Howard 
at tie wife. The party arrived in this city 
on Friday of week before last. The girls 
were taken to the Clarence house, where they 
remained until Saturday. On that day they 
were introduced to the Buckingham to take 
their first lessons in ballet dancing and other 
orgies of that place. Most of the girls ex- 
pressed bitter disappointment and _  dis- 
gust on discovering what they would 
have to undergo in,that dance-house. Mary 
Higgins, afterastorm of weeping and angry 
despair, announced thatshe would not enter 
on such a life. Allthe other giris, being 
1,000 miles from home, and baying no friends 
and no money, determined to make the best 
of the bad situation and carry out their con- 
tracts. Most of them were not at all reluct- 
anttodoso. Thewthext morning the unhap- 
»y but determined girl inquired her way to 
4 Mary’s church of a policéman whom she 
met near the hotel. She confided her troub- 
le to him, and he advised her to tell it to the 
priest. Father Londergan was _inter- 
ested in the girl's story. He read 
the contract she had signel and 
was convinced by it that she had been deceiy- 
ed. He advised her to have nothing further 
to do with the Buckingham or the ballet. Af- 
ter the morning services were over he laid the 
matter before the St. Vincent de Paul society, 
a charitable association of the Catholic 
church, Michael brennan, a member of the 
society, was appointed to look after the girl. 
Mary Higgins, returning to the hotel after 
church services, was called on to attend a re- 
hearsal of the ballet. 

TURNED OUT OF THE HOTEL, 

She refused, and was accordingly turned 
out of the hotel, having no money to pay 
for her board. A temporary home was found 
for her with a family by the charitable 
church peopie. There she remained until 
Wednesday evening in constant companion 
ship with the lady of the house, who de- 
scribes her as modest, grateful, intelligent, 
and having all other ladylike attributes. She 
received a letter from her mother on the last 
day of her stay in Chicago, it being in reply 
to one written by her on the evening of her 
arrival in the city. This letter bore the marks 
of a mother’s love, telling the giri that she 
was greatly missed at home, and advising 
her to go to mass every Sunday. Mr. 
Brennan was a most active agent in be- 
half of the distressed younz woman. He en- 
listed Ald. Sanders in the cause, saw the chief 
of police, and conferred with the secretary of 
the Citizens’ association. Chief Doyle advised 
him to produce the contract before the city 
authorities. He intimated that the effect it 
would have on Howard’s license to run the 
Buckingham would probably be bad tor How 
ard. The girl, untortunately, had lost the con- 
tract in her departure trom the hotel, and it 
could not be produced. The Citizens’ associa- 
tion expressed its willingness to join in the 
prosecution of Howard for his alleged decep- 
tion. Ald. Sanders conferred with Howard,and 
requested him to furnish Mary Higgins with 
tickets Or money with which she might re- 
turn to her home in New York, Howard, it 
issaid, declared at first that he would not 
pay the girl’s fare for $1,000. He represented 
that Mary Higgins was of evil character, that 
she had been arrested in New York, and that 
her mother was astarving widow who was 
glad to get rid of her. 

HER RETURN HOME. 

After several conferences between the al- 
derman andthe dance-heuse manager, in 
which Howard showed much anger, the lat 
ter, seeing the trouble which was in 
store for him among the determined 
church people, reluctantly provid- 
ed the mears for the girl’s de- 
parture home. She left the city Wednesday 
evening of last week, shedding many grateful 
tears in parting from her new friends. Father 
Londergan says that the priests of his church 
are called on with distressing frequency to 
assist in rescuing misguided girls from the 
luw dance houses of the city. The girls are 
lured away from pleasant homes by the free- 
dom and glitter of this dreadful life. The 
most conscientious, intelligent and misled of 
all the girls of this character, he says, was 
Mary Higgins.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., November 22.—Andy 
Taylor, the iast living of the three Taylor 
brothers, who murdered two sheriffs and 
captured tne railroad train with one hundred 
passengers aboard, by compelling the engin- 
eer to carry them twemty miles at a danger- 
ously high speed, abouta year ago, is to be 
hanged Wniorrow at 2 p. m., at Loudon 
lennessee, To-day, while being taken from 
Knoxville to Loudon, he slipped a revolver 
out of the pocket of one of the guards, and 
though heavily manacied managed to get the 
muzzle of the pistol within a few inches of 
the head of Sheriff Foute, of Loudon, but 
Owing to the fact that he thought the pistol! a 
self-cocker, he was knocked gown 
before he could raise the hammer of the 
pistol. Heremarked: “If | had not mis- 
taken the pistol for a self cocker you (Foute 
would have gone to hell several hours 
fore me.’ ‘Taylor is but twenty-one years 
old, but seems to have fie fear of the gallows. 
The execution will be private. 

NEWARK, N, J., November 22.—John Chis- 
holm, wife murderer, was hanged in 
county jail at 10:16 o'clock this 
Wheu Sheriff Wright announced that the 
hour had come, Chisholm declined to hear 
the death warrant read, saying that all he 
wanted was to be prayed for. He walked 
firmiv to the gallows, holding a crucifix, and 
attended by Fathers Tormey and Connally. 
At 10:17 the trap was sprung. and at 10:30 he 
was pronounced dead from strangulation, 
Only 56 persons were present. The body was 
delivered to his relatives, who gave bonds 
that the funeral should be private. 

Woonsocket, R. 1., November 22.—John W.

THE BGYPTIAN FIGHT. 


The False Prophet's Route and Destruction of Hicks 
Pasha’s Foree. 
Lonpon, November 22—A_ dispatch to 
veuter’s telegram company dated Cairo, 8:25 
this moraing, says the army of Hicks Pasha 
has been destroyed by the forces of Ei Mahdi, 
the talse prophet. Intelligence of the disas 
ter was brought to Khartoum by a Coptic offi- 
cial. The fighting is said to have continued 
from the 3d to the 5th instant, and to have 
resulted in the complete annihilation of the 
Egyptian troops. lit is stated that an Euro- 
pean artist was the only person who escaped 
The forces of El Mahdi comprised, 
it is estimated, 300,000 mens 
and included der¥Vishes Bedouins, 
mulattoes, and regulars. The battle was 
fought near El Obied. El Mahdi first sent 
forward the dervishes, declaring that they 
would. vanquish the enemy by divine aid. 
Subsequently the regulars joined in the at- 
tack, and the engagement became general. 
The army of Hicks Pasha, which early in the 
battle was divided into two bodies, was sub- 
sequently reunited, and formed ints a square 
which the forces of the false prophet broke, 
after three days desperate fighting. A coun- 
cil of ministers has been held, and it has 
been decided to concentrate at Khartum, 
the Egyptian troops which remain at 
Duen, Goba_ and other places in 
Soudan.

We mentioned a day or two ago that 
cent number of the New York Times con- 
tained an advertisement asking for the de- 
scendants of Sir Francis Drake, who had left 
a fortune of several million in England. We 
mentioned also that it was thought of 
the heirs lived in Macon. 

Since then we have heard trom another 
quarter, and have been furnished with some 
history as to the fortune. Mr. Charlie Drake, 
of Milledgeville, now with I. Herman & Co., 
of Macon, informs us that the 
fact of Sir Francis having left the for- 

une was known to his family ten years ago. 
The matter was turned over to Judah P. Ben- 
jamin, and an extensive correspondence was 
opened thrdughout the states of Georgia, 
North and South Carolina, to place his fam1-

Nothing further was said or done about the 
matter until, about two years ago, the post- 
master at Milledgeville received a’ telegram 

sking himif there were any Drakes in that 
plac e. The telegram was signed by N. E 
Cory, attorney law, and dated Mon- 
mouth, Illinois. Four days later Cory 
appeared in person, and called Mr. 
Charlie Drake and family. 

He informed the family that 
authorized attorney of a western stock 
pany, raised to get possession of this immense 
fortune and making a liberal division among 
the heirs. He®had plenty of money with 
him, and stated that the company had alre ve 
spent $15,000 in looking up the’ heirs.

Rome Courier: The construction 
rsilroad was first agitated by Mr. 
andthe enterprise took definite shape 
when Wm. Spencer Brown, civil engineer, made 
the locating survey of the road. It was chariered 
under the name of the Memphis branch, it 
the origina] intention of the incorporators to carry 


the road through to Memphis, Tlenun., by way of 
Decatur. Among the first capitalists indorse 
this enterprise was John P. King, president of the 
Georgia railroad; his road took $50,000 wo of 
stock. RK. R. Cuyler, president of the Georgia Cen 

tral, proposed to take $50,000 in stock, but after 
ward withdrew the proposition. But ‘Geergia 
road made good its subscription, and assisted in the 
construction of the road, furnishing flat bar rails 
taken from their own road. This gave the Georgia 
roed controlling interests in the Rome railroad 
company, which it holds to-day. 

- The work of construction was commenced in the 
fall of 1846 andin December 1848 the first train ran 
into Rome, the road having been completed to the 
upper edge of town. Trains did not run to the 
present depot until several! years later. 

Wm. R.smith, the prime moverand originator 
of this enterprise, was elected first president of the 
road. He wasan enterprising, publicspirited man, 
and could always be found in the thickest of any 
fight waged where Rome’s interests were involved. 
He was instrumental inthe selection of Rome as 
the county site of Floyd. 

Colonel C. M, Pennington engineered the con- 
struction of the road, and was managing engineer 
for twenty years after its completion. In 1857, 
Wade 5S, Cothran was elected president, and the 
success of the road dates from the commencement 
of his administration. It was barely paying ex- 
penses when he took charge, but since that year to 
the present it has never fxiled to declare a hand- 
some dividend. The road up to the time Mr. 
Cothran took control had been a butt of ridicule 
for Harper’s:monthbly and thetraveling public. Dr 
Eben Hillyer, the present efficient president of the 
road, succeeded Mr. Cothran, and he is carrying to 
a successful completion the ends for which the en- 
terprise was inaugurated—to promote and facili 
tate the commercial interests of Rome and herim- 
mediate section.

A TRICK OF THB TRADE. 


How Two Habersham County Moonshiners Attempted 
to Cencea! aa Lilicit Distillery. 

A case came up in the United States court 
yesterday, showing what ;ingenious schemes 
are sometimes resorted to by the moonshiner 
to'enable him to make‘‘mountain dew” with- 
out being detected by the revenue raiders, 

James Farmer is aquiet young mountaineer 
from the region round about the beautiful 
valley of Nacoochee and Tallulah falls, in 
Habersham county. Sam and Lacy Brooks 
lived also in the same neighborhood not many 
days ago.. Last spring Sam and Lacy con- 
cluded they would’ extract a little 
corn juice without giving the 
bond required by law or paying 

he tax imposed by the government. One 
hing which frequently gives away the moon- 
shiner to the revenue ollicers is the smoke 
which must necessarily escape from his still. 
To obviate this is an object of prime impor- 
tance. Sam and Lacy hit upon a plan to hide 
thesmoke which escaped from the little 
*blockade distillery which they operated. 

They selected a quite and secluded spot off 
in the woods upon a Branch and built a 
little log house’ with a basement 
wailed up close and secure, the only way of 
ingress and egress thereto being through the 
door of the house and down threugh the 
floor. In this basement they set up their 
distillery and apparatus, so cunstructing the 
tlue intended to carry olf the smoke from the 
distillery so that it would communicate with 
the flue from the fireplace above and tlie 
smoke from both sources escape from the 
same chimney. They then constructed a 
subterranean aqueduct for a water supply. 
They next contracted with Jamcs [Iarmer, 
as he stated upon trial, to give him the use 
of the house free provided he would live in 
it and hide their smoke. 

By this ingenious arrangement they escap- 
ed detection fora month or so. At length, 
however, they were thwarted in their plans 
and caught up with by Deputy Collectors 
Sheppard, Ware and Nejson. Lacy and Sam 
are forced into a plea of guilty of carrying on 
the business of a distiller in violation of law. 
but Farmer,as he had done nothing but ‘‘hide 
their smoke,’ thought he was not guilty. 
Mr. Jenkins, the assistant United States at- 
torney, thought different, however, and yes- 
terday brought him to trialin the district 
court upon the charge of aiding and abetting 
to carry on the business and succeeded in 
convicting him upon the charge. Colonel 
W. T. Day represented Farmer. 


WATER'S WORK. 


A Heavy Rain Yesteraay and Last Night Does Con« 
siderable Damage toa Building. 

One of the most severe rain storms that has 
visited Atlanta for years putin its appearance 
yesterday afternoon about five o'clock.

All of the dirt and filth 
were washed off the streets and sidewalks, and 
for once the two presented aclean appearance 
and the material of which they are made was 
ex posed to view. 

At the corner of Hunter and Pryor streets 
the water was so deep that it made its way 
down the stairway leading into the basement 
of thej courthouse, but no damage was done 
the building. 

On Alabama street, in front of the new 
Gate City bank building, the water accumu- 
lated so fast that it forced for itself an outlet 
under the pavement and tlowed in a stream 
into the basement of the bank. The stream 
continued to flow into the basement until it 
covered the basement tloor some two or three 
inches, The watchman became alarmed and 
hastily summoned Mr kn 3 So : SEAM, 
the president, and Mr. Kd. 8. 
McCandless, the cashier of the bank. These 
gentlemen entered the basement with lan- 
terns and some darkeys, and proceeded to dam 
up the leak in the pavement and in their 
work they succeeded, but not until the rain 
had abated’ considerably.

FIRE AND WatTER. 


The City’s Piansifit Can Get the Money— Looking to 
Next Year. 

The result of the trial of the case now 
pending and to be called before Judge Ham- 
mond, which involves $65,000 or more be- 
tween the city and certain citizens, is looked 
to with much interest. It is well known that 
the liberal expenditures on permanent im- 
provements have scaled the city 
tinances down to a pretty low point for 
the past two three .years. Alderman 
Lowry declared, in a resolution which he in- 
troduced last Monday night, and which the 
council unanimously passed, that the schools 
could not be run the first two or three 
months of next year if the money alleged due 
for the street improvements is notpaid. The 
credit of the city is, of course, of the 
best and it could borrow any 
amount of money, but the charter 
hedges in expenditures and guards the 
sources of revenue soclosely that a slight de- 
ficit is liable :ocause delay in public im- 
provements. The public debt is protected 
first and the rezular amount forthe sinking 
fund and the interest on all the city’s indebt 
edness outof the income with 
mathematical precision. There are 

GREAT PLANS 
for next year provided the money can be had. 
Of course the first need of the city is gener 
ally conceded to be more water, and for some 
time to come the present system must be de- 
pended on to getit. The plans for an addi- 
tional main from the works to the city is fa- 
vored by Superintendent Richards and by 
some members of the council who have look- 
ed into the . matter. The plan is to 
bring the new main into the 
edge of the city and then toruna cross pipe 
which will, itissaid, give a full supply of 
water tothe city. ‘The present machinery is 
pronounced sutiicient for the citly s needs 
but the present main is said not to be large 
enough to bring the supply. The cost of the 
proposed main and cross pipe will be about 
SS, U00, has been a demand 
on the counel this vear 
for a fuller force in the fire department. One 
more engine house and ac least one more en- 
gine is thought necessary by those who have 
lookel overthe department. These improve- 
ments woujd cost nearly, if not quite $20,000.

The trialbof Mr. J. E. Adams, late ticket agent of 
the Richmond and Danville railroad, and €aptain 
Oscar Nesbit, late conductor on the Air-L ine road, 
that was set for a hearing before the inferior court 
to-day, will not be heard, having been continued 
to the next term of the court by reason of a ec .wfes- 
sion and of a sudden, startling turn iu the aspect of 
the case, involving other parties besides Adams and 
Nesbit Tuesday night, Judge Schenck, the leading 
prosecutor for the railway company, was ap- 
proached in his room at the Buford house by 
Mr. Adams, who proceeded to unbosom himself 
and make a

of his connection with the frauds practiced upon 
the railroad. Of what parsed between thetwo. the 
reporter was able to learn but little, though what 
he gives comes from authority. Mr. Adams stated 
to Judge Schenck that he had come to make a ful!
